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Forum discussion examines 
future of Waksik Wosga Leave

A public forum on Waksik Wosga 
Leave was held at Ho-Chunk Cine- 
ma in Tomah on March 15. The goal 
was to get input on possible changes 
or the end to the Nation’s Employ- 
ment Relations Act’s (ERA) Waksik 
Wosga Leave Policy. 

John Steindorf was the facilitator 
of the forum and introduced Heri- 
tage Preservation Department Ex- 
ecutive Director Jon Greendeer, who 
gave opening comments. 

“Wosga leave is a sensitive mat- 
ter that is discussed behind closed 
doors. Wosga leave allows tribal 
members to experience and partici- 
pate in our cultural ways. There have 
been cases of abusing it. We want to 
get input so we can make it clearer 
to administer the leave,” Greendeer 
said. 

“Is it in the right place?” he said. 

Currently, the Wosga leave is ad- 
ministered by the Personnel Depart- 
ment, who also enforces the ERA. 

Greendeer talked about how Wos- 
ga was examined few years earlier. 
Like any law, it evolves, he said. 

“We want to build a collective so- 
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lution to present at the next 
legislative session. There is 
no right or wrong solution,” 
Greendeer said. 

Personnel Department 
Executive Director Carol 
Garvin is in charge of moni- 
toring, enforcing, and pro- 
posing changes to the ERA 
for legislative consideration. 

“Please use respect when 
talking about this (Waksik 
Wosga Leave Policy). We 
want input on how to en- 
force it. We organized this 
forum to put it in place for 
discussion,” Garvin said. 

Native American Church 
Board Officer Sheridan 
Cloud made the first public 
comment. 

“I am concerned people 
are afraid to use Waksik 
Wosga Leave. There is a 
lack of education on how 
and when it can be used. 

It’s in place so we can per- 
petuate our ways. More 
education is needed. I’ve 
been in heated debates with 
co-workers and supervisors. 
Some want to prevent others 
from using Wosga leave,” 
Cloud said. 

“I’ve had to speak about 
atrocities and genocide our 
people had to face. Our 
ways make us healthier and 
stronger. These people were 
not educated on the policy. 

“The work force short- 
age of Wosga leave is not as 
large as the shortage during 
our annual General Council 
meeting, but can be handled 
in the same way. We can be 
better prepared for the situa- 
tion,” Cloud said. 

The thought of the casino 
environment having an 
on-call list to handle those 
times when tribal members 
are out on Wosga leave was 
discussed. 

“If one of us is mourning, 
we are all mourning” is a 
Ho-Chunk cultural teaching 
and feeling. 

Steindorf pointed out that 
the forum was to clarify, 
simplify, and look at differ- 
ent options. 

“There are pros and cons 
to Wosga leave. We want to 
decide if we should keep it

or not,” Steindorf said. 

“It has been abused. 
Sometimes, people come in 
and walk right out. Some 
people keep track of who 
stays and who doesn’t. Cer- 
emonial or clan leaders have 
to keep all those things in 
mind before signing on the 
approval column. There 
is a verification process in 
place.” 

The discussion went to 
what happens we people get 
denied Wosga leave. Get- 
ting denied is not addressed 
in the ERA. It was stated 
that supervisors can’t deny 
Wosga leave. 

Warrior clan leader Rich- 
ard Mann noticed how he 
has seen the leave being 
used. 

“People always want 
more, and they get 1 ,000 
hours per year. I don’t see 
it. Abolish it. See who be- 
lieves, and see who wants to 
get paid for it,” Mann said. 

“Our elders did these 
things (without paid leave). 
They were asking for some- 
thing (from the Creator). If 
it’s a problem, just eliminate 
it.” 

One person recommended 
changing the amount of 
hours to 200 hours. 

“Why are we, the Tradi- 
tional Court, being asked to 
approve Wosga leave? Let 
them (in Personnel) deal 
with it. What do you want 
(from Traditional Court)?” 
Mann said. 

Traditional Chief Clayton 
Winneshiek stood up and 
presented a letter from the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Tradi- 
tional Court. 

“The Traditional Court 
discussed the Waksik Wosga 
Leave Policy on March 13. 
We discussed the pros and 
cons of it. We thought it was 
best to abolish it. This letter 
was signed by eight of the 
13 Traditional Court mem- 
bers,” Winneshiek said. 

The point was made that 
our Ho-Chunk language 
is sacred and was given to 
us by the Creator to talk 
to Him. The Nation pays 
people to learn and speak 


our language. If we abolish 
Wosga leave, we should also 
abolish paying people to 
learn our sacred language. 

Winneshiek shared a story 
about his own personal ex- 
perience. 

“If you want to learn the 
language, you don’t have to 
get paid for it. I lost out on 
pay. Why do we go to these 
things? It’s to make life and 
to give health. We have to 
decide what is most impor- 
tant: going to work or going 
to ceremonies,” Winneshiek 
said. 

He told a story of a time 
when a nephew asked him 
to be at a ceremony for four 
days straight. He had to miss 
work and pay to be there. 
The nephew gifted him 
$1,000 for his time. 

“The Nation is trying to do 
something good, but people 
are taking advantage of it,” 
Winneshiek said. 

Ed Blackdeer made strong 
points for not abolishing 
Wosga leave. 

“Don’t abolish it. I need 
to be there sometimes. 

Our ways helped me when 
I needed it, like getting 
through times when I was 
drinking and doing drugs. 
We should use our money 
to better our people, and not 
put it in our own pockets. 

We have money to do that 
now,” Blackdeer said. 

“There was a time I didn’t 
work for the tribe, and 


Wosga leave wasn’t avail- 
able. Now that it’s available 
to me, I stopped going as 
frequently as I did. I used 
to think our way of life is 
disappearing. Don’t abolish 
it. Don’t test us. That’s the 
Creator’s job.” 

George Garvin made the 
case for more Wosga leave 
hours. 

“I’m one of those who ex- 
haust their hours. I’m not an 
abuser. I’m asked to partici- 
pate quite a bit. Traditional 
Court was going to abolish 
Wosga leave, but read the 
Preamble of our Ho-Chunk 
Nation Constitution. We 
ought to protect and perpetu- 
ate our cultural existence,” 
Garvin said. 

“I don’t see a lot of our 
Traditional Court members 
at our doings. When I run 
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Transparency is attainable within 
the government

The Ho-Chunk Nation is 
expanding its casino proper- 
ties at three locations: Wis- 
consin Dells, Wittenberg, and 
Black River Falls. Of the 
three, Wisconsin Dells seems 
to be the soundest location for 
expansion. 

Wisconsin Dells is a high 
traffic area and plenty of mar- 
ket research available to make 
business decisions about how 
and where to invest. 

One day, while gassing up a 
fleet vehicle, I looked over at 
all the construction going on 
at Ho-Chunk Gaming-Black 
River Falls. I remember some 
relative asking me if I knew 
how much it costs to have a 
crane at the construction site 
per day. The answer is in the 
thousands of dollars. How 
many months is the project 
going on? 

My next thought was 
wondering if Black River 
Falls area hotels stay booked 
enough to justify expanding 
our casino hotel. Is our hotel 
making a profit? Do our hotel 
competitors make a profit? 

I wondered how many sold 
out nights of our new hotel 
we’d need to recoup the cost 
of this current expansion. 


With only a couple business 
classes under my belt, I won- 
dered how the Nation justified 
expanding two hotels in rural 
Wisconsin. 

Does our Business Depart- 
ment prepare a business plan 
for each segment of the entire 
$150 million project for three 
sites? Hotel, restaurant, ca- 
sino business plans should be 
shared with interested parties. 
So far, I only saw artist ren- 
derings of new construction 
sites. I haven’t seen any num- 
ber or timelines. 

We always hear about feasi- 
bility studies being done. Yet 
I’ve never been privy to see 
one of these studies. What 
components of these feasibil- 
ity studies are accurate? Are 
our competitors’ data and 
financial numbers taken into 
consideration in these reports? 

Most importantly, do we re- 
ally have competitors? Are we 
going head-to-head against 


nearby hotel and restaurants? 

The Ho-Chunk Nation is the 
only operator of casinos in the 
southern half of Wisconsin. 

I’d say we have a lock on the 
casino market in that area. 

Would any info shared on 
these expansion plans give 
away trade secrets? With no 
competition, I’d say no. Gov- 
ernment transparency should 
be at an all-time high. 

Come to think of it, we 
aren’t even privy to decision- 
making or info for who was 
awarded the garage construc- 
tion or roof re- shingling that 
caused the repeal of our Tribal 
Employment Rights Office 
(TERO). The TERO process 
was too complex and slowed 
down some projects, so they 
say. 

By now, these housing 
projects should have been 
completed and new projects 
moving fast forward.

The clan mothers held 
their annual Bridging the 
Gap event at five Ho-Chunk 
locations late last month and 
into the first week of March.

“We have the stories that 
are related to young people,” 
said clan mother Bernice 
Blackdeer. “They should al-

“The food was very impor- 
tant,” Quackenbush said, “be- 
cause it was made with love.” 

If it weren’t for the food, 
though, one would not know 
it was the same program that 
took place in years past. For 
Bridging the Gap started over 
a decade ago, and has evolved 
a lot since that time. 

Before, the event centered 
around hands-on learning.

Sometimes young athletes 
come on the scene and, be- 
cause of their drive and dedi- 
cation, they make a splash 
in high school, college, and 
even in the professional sports 
world. 

D’Marqos Youngthunder, 
better known as “Marky,” is 
one such young athlete who 
tries to do his best every time 
he enters a competition. The 
7-year-old second grader 
seems to have wrestling al- 
ways on his mind, and when 
he hits the mat, he gives it his 
all. 


Marky earned the right to 
compete at the state wrestling 
tournament the weekend of 
March 25-26 in Madison, 
where he wrestled to gain the 
prestige of being one of the 
top wrestlers in Wisconsin. 

“It was a very overwhelm- 
ing experience for us both,” 
said his mother, Tiffany 
Youngthunder. “Marky lost 
his first match by pin and his 
second match by two points. 
He ended the season with a 
great match. We couldn’t have 
been any more proud of him.” 

Although it may seem 
young to some people to start 
wrestling at age 7, he actu- 


ally started wrestling last year 
when he was 6 years old. 

“He loves wrestling more 
than any other sport,” Tiffany 
said. He does play baseball, 
called “rookie ball,” during 
summer months. 

To get into shape for wres- 
tling, Marky does a lot of 
cardiovascular exercise and 
practices a lot. 

“He does spend some time 
on his Xbox but, if he’s not 
on that, he’s either wrestling 
or on the trampoline,” Tiffany 
said. 

Throughout this wrestling 
season, Marky has competed 
in three matches and three 
tournaments prior to the state 
event. 

“He is very active, strong, 
eager, and keeps his mind fo- 
cused,” said his coach, Steven 
Gunderson. “Usually it’s hard 
to get kids interested at this 
age.” Marky seems to be the 
exception. 

Gunderson said Marky 
started the season strong, but 
in mid- season hit a difficult 
spot, which was mostly men- 
tal. But then he overcame that 
issue and ended the season 
strong. Although he didn’t 
place first at state, he is doing 
well and has plenty of years 
ahead in his wrestling ambi- 
tions, he said. 

“He is happy he made it this 
far,” Tiffany said.

out (of Wosga leave), I use 
annual and sick leave to be 
there. We used have our cer- 
emonies on Friday and Sat- 
urday when we didn’t have 
Wosga leave.” 

Wade Blackdeer was on the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature 
when Wosga leave was first 
enacted. 

“It was established to as- 
sist. There are problems going 
on (with Wosga leave). The 
Amendments are part of the 
problem. Most importantly, 
the leave was meant to keep 
our ways going. People can’t 
be there all the time, but be 
there when you can,” Black- 
deer said. 

Personnel Director Garvin 
said she’d like to increase 
flexibility by taking some lan- 
guage out of the ERA. 

“Explaining each event 
doesn’t need to be in the 
ERA, but tracking the hours 
is what’s important. A lot of 
preparation goes into Medi- 
cine and Feast lodge. Taking 
out that language would allow 
more flexibility. That’s what I 
would do,” Garvin said. 

Garvin said revisiting Wos- 
ga leave on a regular basis 
would help to streamline the 
process. 

Tina McArthur works di- 
rectly with Wosga leave and 
has the task of enforcing it. 

“Abuse happens very in- 
frequently. Most of the time, 
people forget to sign in. They 
get busy and things get hec- 
tic at ceremonies. We call 
ceremonial or clan leaders to 
verify any misuse,” McArthur 
said. 


Amy Kirby gave the point 
of view from the casino man- 
agement. 

“I think we bore the brunt 
of enforcement on the opera- 
tional side. We just sign ac- 
knowledgement, but we have 
limitations. It reduces payroll 
of 55 positions. I feel we see 
more abuse. Abuse seems to 
be underreported. I think edu- 
cation has to be expanded,” 
Kirby said. 

Ho-Chunk Nation President 
Wilfrid Cleveland said to use 
common sense to get to the 
intent and purpose of what 
Wosga leave is all about. 

“Funeral leave used to be 
separate from Wosga leave 
hours. Some people are asked 
more often than others to 
help brace up their relatives. 
Sometimes doing the little 
things to help people through 
these tough times take more 
time,” Cleveland said. 

“We pin ourselves in the 
corner by creating so many 
laws. We restrict ourselves by 
getting too specific. How best 
is this (law) going to work for 
its purpose? 

“For those that frown upon 
the use (of Wosga leave), we 
are going to the enterprises to 
remind them they have to live 
with it.” 

The Waksik Wosga Leave 
Policy was last changed in 
2011 by vote of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Legislature. Forum 
thoughts and ideas will be for- 
mulated and presented to the 
Legislature for further amend- 
ments to the ERA.

Before 
that, Marie was the Tribal Ag- 
ing Unit director. 

“Marie might be retiring 
from working with the Na- 
tion, but she is not retiring 
as a Ho-Chunk member. She 
is active in the community. 
She supports family and Ho- 
Chunk members in their en- 
deavors,” Garvin said. “She’s 
a role model for everyone.” 


Since she made known her 
plans for retirement, she has 
been training the person who 
will take her position, Tanya 
Kessen. 

Then, Marie’s grandson 
Marcus Lewis took the podi- 
um and told the audience that 
he was raised by her. He said 
he appreciated her kindness 
and the fact that she is always 
caring for people. 

Marie has worked in many 
positions with the Nation, 
including in the Education 
Department, with Four Winds 
Insurance (the name used 
years ago), with the Tribal 
Aging Unit and now with In- 
surance, he said. 

“Throughout all these jobs, 
her theme has been trying to 
help people out,” Marcus said 

When his Choka was sick, 
Marie took care of him, even 
missing time from work to do 
so, even though she doesn’t 
like to miss work, Marcus 
said.

She’s strong 
spiritually and knows how to 
treat people with love and re- 
spect,” Marcus said. 

While the Nation may be 
losing a valuable employee, 
the Ho-Chunk community is

The building cost $1.2 mil- 
lion and will provide a venue 
for various tribal proceedings. 
Steering committee chair 


Gerald Cleveland said that’s 
something to be celebrated. 

“I’m so very happy,” Cleve- 
land said. “This building is 
an answer to our prayers.” 

According to Cleveland, a 
community center in Mauston 
was something that the tribe 
talked about for a long time. 
He said it’s important be- 
cause so many tribal members 
live in the area, where there 
are over a dozen Ho-Chunk 
homes. 


“It will serve multiple 
purposes,” Cleveland said. 
“Many things will take place 
here.” 

Plans have also been drawn 
up for a fitness center, which 
will be built right next door. 
However, the planners did not 
decide on which design they 
will go with yet. 

Fellow committee chair Parr 
Decorah said the tribe should 
see it soon.

She currently is Miss Teen Marsh- 
field United States, but she hopes to 
make her title Miss Wisconsin Teen 
soon. 

Lateishah, a Ho-Chunk member and 
a senior at Marshfield Senior High 
School, plans to compete April 21 and 
22 in the statewide Miss Teen Contest 
in Appleton. She is the daughter of 
Tammy Schueller, Marshfield. 

Part of the pageant is to participate 
in the swimsuit, panel interview, on- 
stage question, and evening gown seg- 
ments. 

She hopes to succeed, becoming the 
first Ho-Chunk member to become 
Miss Teen Wisconsin, then to go on 
to compete in the national Miss Teen 
USA pageant. 

The idea to become involved in pag- 
eants started when she entered a con- 
test last September. That pageant was 
The Miss Madison Capital City pag- 
eant and, although she didn’t earn top 
honors, it gave her the experience she 
needed to decide to continue in such 
competitions. She was one of 12 girls 
chosen to vie for that title. Lateishah 
enjoyed the involvement so much that 
she began looking for another pageant 
to enter. 

“I saw a Facebook advertisement for 
the Miss Wisconsin Teen USA pag- 
eant, so I decided to apply,” she said. 
“I was chosen to compete in the state 
contest. I was one of 50 to be chosen 
out of 500 applicants.” 

If she does succeed, it will mean 


a state title and scholarships for col- 
lege. She plans to attend University 
of Wisconsin - Marshfield Campus 
for a year, and then transfer to UW- 
La Crosse to complete her studies in 
kinesiology, which is the study of the 
principles of mechanics and anatomy 
in human movement. 

While attending high school, she 
was the captain of the cheerleading 
team. She works at Yonkers, a cloth- 
ing store, and The Lumberyard, a bar 
and grill, both in Marshfield. 

When she isn’t going to school, 
working, modeling or preparing for 
the pageants, Lateishah likes to sing 
and play the piano. 

Recently, she signed a three-year 
non-exclusive modeling contract with 
an agency in Milwaukee, which may 
take her to Chicago and beyond for 
modeling shoots. She also is look- 
ing for international agencies, which 
could take her to job sites around the 
world. 

“My old sister, Laurel, is obsessed 
with my career,” Lateishah said. 

“She tells everyone that her sister is a 
model.” 

One of the requirements of entering 
the competition is to solicit her own 
sponsors to help pay for the many ex- 
penses. She has obtained some spon- 
sors and funding, but still needs more 
funding to be able make the journey. 
Expenses include a hotel room, cloth- 
ing, food, and transportation, which 
she figures to add up to about $800 to 
$900.

“It’s very exciting. I get to meet 
other girls who become my friends. 

We stay in touch long after the compe- 
tition is over,” Lateishah said. 

It also is a learning experience. She 
has learned to be more self-confident 
and how to present herself in front of 
people she has never met before. This 
will pay big dividends in the future, 
especially when it comes to finding 
employment and presenting herself as 
the best candidate for the job, she said. 

“I’ve dealt with a lot of issues in my 
past and I want to build a better life 
for myself, rather than dwelling on the 
past,” she said. 

Besides making a good impression 
of herself, the competitions allow her 
to be a good representative for the Ho- 
Chunk people. While competing at the 
Miss Madison Capital City pageant, 
other young ladies offered singing and 
dancing for the talent portion. 

Lateishah gave a monologue, “Chil- 
dren of the Indians,” which gave a 
history of Native Americans in the 
country and the current struggles. 

“It was fitting and powerful, con- 
sidering the current unrest with the 
Dakota Access Pipeline and national 
racial issues,” she said. 

She hopes to go far with her efforts, 
and to be a proud representative for 
the Ho-Chunk people. She believes 
that image she would project of Native 
Americans would make her people 
proud. 

“Not a lot of Native American 
women get pageant titles,” Lateishah 
said. “I hope to succeed in that.”

Racecar driver Ken Lewis wins the 
silver in 2016 TUNDRA Vintage Series

Vintage racecar driver Ken 
Lewis recently received a 
silver trophy at an awards 
banquet for The Unified 
Northern Drivers Association 
(TUNDRA), on Jan. 14, after 
finishing the 2016 racing sea- 
son second in points for his 
division. 

“This is the closest I’ve got 
to a championship,” Lewis 
said. 

The award recognized 
Lewis for a successful season 
that included three top-five 
finishes, as well as a heat-race 
win at the first event. Those 
performances helped him se- 


cure a spot just ahead of the 
third-place finisher in the final 
point standings. 

“I beat him by one point,” 
Lewis said. “Otherwise, I 
would’ve had third place.” 

And had TUNDRA not 
changed its point system 
for the 2016 season, Lewis 
would’ve won the gold. 

For points were awarded to 
the driver in previous years. 
But in 2016, points went with 
the car instead. 

“I would’ve won the cham- 
pionship if the points went 
with the driver instead of the 
car,” Lewis said, “because the 
guy that won the champion- 
ship didn’t even race the first 


event.” 

Lewis’s second-place fin- 
ish was the best of his racing 
career, which has spanned 
over 17 years. That career 
began in the summer of 1999, 
with Lewis competing in the 
Sportsman division. 

During his time in that divi- 
sion, Lewis saw success with 
the number 43 car that he 
drove, winning many of his 
heat races and a few features 
as well. 

“It was a lot of trying really 
hard,” Lewis said. “Then I 
just got better.” 

His best driving took place 
in 2007, when he won two 
feature races in a single 
season. At that time, Lewis 
thought about retiring from 
racing. But he instead de- 
cided to remain in the sport, 
and transition to the less time- 
consuming Vintage division. 
There, he would only race 
around a third the number of 
events each season as he did 
in Sportsman. 

“2011 is when I started to 
do vintage,” Lewis said. “It’s 
just not as much. You get 
about three weeks off. And 
then you go to another race.” 

That transition has allowed 
Lewis to spend more time 
with his children and grand- 
children, something he want- 
ed for years but never had the

time to do. 

“A lot of guys like going to 
vintage,” Lewis said, “to do 
things with the family.”

However, he said that he 
will likely return for another 
chance at the championship. .

To make this happen, he has 
agreed to have his image on 
display on banners and bill- 
boards throughout Wisconsin. 
The message is to encourage 
drivers to end distracted driv- 
ing, such as texting while 
driving. 

The effort is a campaign 
conducted by Candice Green, 
Motor Vehicle Injury Preven- 
tion Program coordinator for 
the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

There are 10 billboards 
throughout the state, all tout- 
ing the same image and mes- 
sage to motorists passing by. 

“There are billboards near 
Stevens Point, Eau Claire, 

La Crosse, and on Highway 
54 near Black River Falls 
between the Ho-Chunk of- 
fices and the casino,” Green 
said. “Some of the billboards 
are electronic, so the message 
changes on a rotating sched- 


ule.” 

The host companies donated 
the spaces for each of the 
billboards: Lamar Advertising 
Company and Fairway Out- 
door Advertising, so there was 
no cost to the program. 

Some of the banners and 
billboards will be up during 
April, which is “Distracted 
Driving Awareness Month.” 

“We are blessed to get our 
message all over Wisconsin,” 
Green said. 

Also part of the campaign 
is banners and driving simu- 
lators being placed in high 
schools throughout the state. 
The simulators allow students 
to drive virtual vehicles and 
are able to see how being dis- 
tracted can lead to collisions 
and serious accidents, Green 
said. 

Students are able to virtu- 
ally experience what happens 
when you text and drive by 
using the ‘It Can Wait’ simu- 
lator. Students said the simu- 
lation put things into perspec- 
tive for them. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation Mo- 
tor Vehicle Injury Prevention 


Program is part of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Environmental 
Health Division and aims to 
reduce injuries and deaths of 
tribal members from motor 
vehicles. 

Program initiatives include 
seat belt promotion, child pas- 
senger safety education, and 
distracted driving education. 
The Ho-Chunk Nation Mo- 
tor Vehicle Injury Prevention 
Program has collaborated 
with several partners within 
community including Law 
Enforcement agencies, hos- 
pitals, local businesses, the 
Department of Transportation, 
County Health Departments, 
and Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices to provide education and 
safety equipment to commu- 
nity members. 

Educational events at 
schools attended by Ho- 
Chunk Nation tribal mem- 
bers will occur throughout 
the spring, along with the 
donation of a vinyl billboard 
addressing the dangers of dis- 
tracted driving. 

“We also will be gifting our 
Ho-Chunk Nation Head Start 
students with their own Bad- 


gers T-shirts. The children are 
very aware of the dangers of 
adults being distracted while 
driving and they are more 
than happy to share that with 
me. Their shirts read ‘Pre- 
cious Cargo - Buckle Me 
In,’” Green said. 

As technology advances, 
the electronic devices become 
more tempting to use and 
sometimes it is at the wrong 
times. 

“Based on our data, the 
Ho-Chunk Nation has been 
showing a steady increase in 
the percent of drivers being 
distracted within our com- 
munities. We have decided 
to expand our messaging to 
the public about this serious 
issue facing all communities. 
It is important to our program 
that we include all ages in this 
campaign from impression- 
able grade school children, 
brand-new drivers as well as 
parents and grandparents,” 
Green said. 

Green is appreciative of 
some people who made her 
campaign a success. Those 
people include Rob Voss and 
Elizabeth Eades (tribal mem- 


ber), parents of Evan Voss; 
Ethel Funmaker (tribal mem- 
ber) and Paul Koenig, parents 
of Bronson Koenig; and Pat- 
rick Hall (tribal member) and 
Arielle Hall, parents of Kaine 
Hall.

Badgers defeat defending champs in second 
round of the 2017 NCAA Tournament

Buffalo, NY - The Wiscon- 
sin Men’s Basketball Team 
took out top-seeded Villanova 
in a close second-round game 
of the 2017 NCAA Tourna- 
ment on Saturday, March 
18, to advance to the team’s 
fourth- straight Sweet Sixteen. 
Senior forward Nigel Hayes 


scored the winning basket. 

“I actually thought I missed 
it,” Hayes said. “I felt like I 
threw it a little too high. But 
luckily, it went in.” 

With less than 17 seconds 
left in regulation and the game 
tied at 62, Hayes received a 
pass on the right wing and 
drove baseline. He then put 
on an impressive move that 


led to the game-winning la- 
yup. 

“I didn’t know what move 
I was going to do before I 
caught the ball,” Hayes said. 
“Just went, did a fake spin, 
got to my left hand and fortu- 
nately the layup went in.” 

Hayes’s basket put the 
Badgers up by two, with only 
12 seconds left on the clock. 
Thanks to the tough defense 
of Ethan Happ and Vitto 
Brown, Villanova turned the 
ball over on its next posses- 
sion and had to foul with just 
3.4 seconds remaining. 

“Vitto came over with the 
great help,” Happ said, “and I 
walled him up.” 

Brown hit his first free 
throw but missed the second, 
which left Wisconsin with 
a three-point lead and the 
Wildcats without a chance to 
set up an inbounds play. The 
Badgers double-teamed Vil- 
lanova’s Donte DiVincenzo 
after he grabbed the rebound, 
and forced his teammate to 
take a long Hail Mary in the 


final seconds. 

The shot came up short and 
Wisconsin won their fourth 
straight round-of-32 game in 
the NCAA Tournament. 

“I don’t know if I can put 
it into words how happy I am 
for these guys,” said Head 
Coach Greg Gard.

Federal Poverty Levels and Cost of Living Adjustment Information for 2017 

The federal government has announced the 2017 federal poverty levels, which are used to determine eligibility for Medicaid programs. The 
increase in the federal poverty levels will result in changes to BadgerCare Plus and some Medicaid income limits. Income limits are used in 
eligibility determinations for BadgerCare Plus and certain categories of Medicaid. 

The new federal poverty levels will start being applied for those newly enrolling in Wisconsin’s Medicaid programs, including 
BadgerCare Plus, beginning February 1 . For ongoing cases, the new federal poverty levels will not start being applied until March 1 . 


For a household of one the monthly gross income limit has been increased to $1005.00. Single household Ho-Chunk tribal members 
who have previously been denied BadgerCare coverage because of their per capita income may wish to re-apply. For more 
information please contact the Health Benefits Department at the Ho-Chunk Health Care Center or the House of Wellness.
